HEARTS AND “OLD McGILL” 


Last week's issue of MACLEAN’S contained a lengthy article 
by Phyllis Lee Peterson entitled “My heart belongs to Old McGill”. 
Interested though we are in reading about our university, it was not 
without some difficulty that we struggled past the title and into the 
article itself, For while we undergraduates may, on some rare occa- 
sions, recognize the significance of the university's place in our lives, 


we cannot very well wax sentimental about it. 


It was indeed a strange sensation to see McGill through a thick 


veil of sentiment and eyes admittedly “starry and blurred”. We do 
not yet feel the nostalgia which is attached to places and things of 


, the post, and experiences which will never be relived. To us there is 
. "nothing “Old’ about McGill — even as there is nothing old about 


ourselves. The tradition of McGill, rich though it may be, leaves us 
for the present unaffected. The Gingko Tree is something that has 
to be circled on the way up to the Arts Building; it is not a venerable 
plant that Professor Leacock and Lord Rutherford often passed. 
Likewise, the medical student attends lectures daily without recalling 
that Sir William Osler taught his predecessors here. 


Another impression gained as we read the article was that the 
heeded the. old injunction:

At the Students’ Society meet- 
ing of-Friday there was an at- 
tempt made to exonerate student 
demonstrators on the grounds that 
they could not have forseen that 
a demonstration might become a 
wantonly destructive riot. Al- 
though rather weak, this line of 
reasoning was quickly accepted by 
many people — people who I sup- 
pose, were eager to escape all 
blame or responsibility. 3 
One speaker, in the bliss of his 
ignorance, went so far as to sug- 
gest that there was no historical 
precedent to indicate that a stu- 
dent demonstration could turn into 
a disgraceful hoodlums’ rout. Is 
March 17, 1955 to be considered 
prehistoric? Montrealers well re- 
member the Forum riots, They 
well remember that college stu- 
dents (from the University of 
Montreal) started a demonstration 
on that black night. As in the 
case of the tramways demonstra- 
tions the police were notified and 
told an orderly demonstration 
would be conducted. As in the case 
‘of the tramways demonstration, 
the “orderly proceedings” were 
quickly superseded by the most vi- 
ciously destructive activities. 
I firmly believe that the vio- 
lence of the tramways riots was 
greatly regretted by most students, 
even (perhaps especially) by those 
who took part in the pre-riot de- 
monstration. However seems to em 
stupid to say that students could 
not forsee what could result from 
an orderly demonstration, 
Rodney Kerr.

. «The reasons why the SEC 
cave the money to the MTC were 
two: the first was that we definit- 
cly felt a moral responsibility for 
damage wrongfully caused -to. the 
MTC by students of McGill Uni- 
versity acting as students of Mc- 
Gill University. In reference to 
what Mr. White said, that the 
students were acting as individu- 
als, that is simply not so, The 
students were acting as reprsent- 
atives of McGill and they were 
taken as that way by the public 


“They wrongfully caused dam- 
age in several ways. Firstly, in 
the report that the SEC consider- 
ed at length, we definitely caused 
a certain amount of property dam- 
age — to the property. belonging 
to the MTC. Secondly. , . . they 
caused damage'inasmuch as they 
caused the loss of revenue to the 
MTC because they couldn't operate 
their trams ... And I don’t think 
we or anybody else has a right 


to prevent somebody from doing |' 


business, even if that somebody 
happens to be the MTC and not 
a store that you own yourself. 

The third way in which dam- 
age was caused ... was that we 
definitely caused the more severe 
riot which occured later that eve- 
ning... that we created the mood 
that itself created the further riot. 

“Which brings us to foresce- 
ability. Whereas if you go on a 
hunting expedition and you acci- 
dentally kill a child you won't be 
held responsible in a court of law. 
But if you leave a rifle around 
loaded pérhaps wheres the child 
is playing or any other act of 
negligence which is foreseeable, 
you will be held responsible; and 
surely this was something which 
was foreseeable. We at McGill 
knew or we,should have known 
that you can’t stage a small riot, 
that if you start throwing pebbles 
somebody else will start throwing 
stones — you can’t control these 
things, which is why we have this 
responsibilty ... 

“We at McGill... depend upon 
good public relations, I think it 
can be said that after the riot the 
esteem that was held by the*pub- 
lic for McGill students was at a 
low ebb... | 

“The SEC felt that if it acted 
in what it considered to be a res- 
ponsible way, and apologized for 
whatever part we had to play in 
the riot, and we tried to make it 
clear that that part was not too 
great, and if we gave that sum 
of money as an expression of sin- 
cerity that this would so swing 
public opinion that instead of 
being violently against us it would 
be with us; and we looked .. . 
to the long run, and we felt that 
by giving $5000 now we might per- 
haps in the future receive that 
“| $5000 back many times over... 

“It has also been suggested in 
the papers ... that the SEC was 
intimidated into doing what it did. 
That is not true... It was done 
for the reasons I have outlined 
just now...

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he asks us to disregard anything 
which is unofficial .. . the parade 
was unofficial . . : it was’ un- 
officially organized... it was un- 
officially sponsored, therefore Ict 
us disregard this parade, it was 
the students acting as individuals 
who paraded. They did it unoffi- 
cially, therefore we should not in- 
terfere. And largely, I would agree 
with this statement, BUT .. . 
if you ask us to disregard the 
use of the word ‘unofficial’, you 
niust be consistent. For if you dis- 
regard the use of that word once, 
you must disregard the use of that 
word twice. 

And the second point where I 
take issue with my medical con- 
frere is he does not disregard the 
use of the word “unofficial” when 
he intimates that he has been told 
by some unoffical authority of the 
MTC that the money will be re- 
turned if we pass this vote of 
censure. In one case if he dis- 
regards the .use of the word “un- 
official” he is forced to disregard 
its usage in a second time (Appla- 
use, Now don’t let me give you 
the idea that I don’t think the 
money will be returned. It is my 
private opinion, based on the fact 
that the check has not yet been 
cashed, that in all probability. it 
will be returned, If somebody gave 
me $5000 I wouldn’t wait a few 
weeks to cash it...I can assure 
you of that. But I have no unof- 
ficial information and I will not 
tell'you that I have been told that 
if you do pass the vote of censure, 
the money will be returned. We 


can’t know and we can’t tell ... 


the only thing we can do is guess | 


and let’s leave’ it at that. But 
there is no official or unoffical 
word on the matter and I> would 
challenge® anybody to prove the 
contrary. 


“Now, with the motion at°hand 
— the motion of censure: What 
will a censure effect? . As‘ has 
been intimated, I_don’t imagine 
that it will do ‘very, much good. 
It won’t get the money ‘back for 
us, I don’t believe ... I don’t 
think it will impress too many 
people in the city, It might destroy 
the good impression we have made 
with some of the public who be- 
lieve that our granting of the 
money was a good thing. I don’t 
claim that all of the public be- 
lieve this. I am sure that many 
of the public supported McGill 
students in their action. I am sure 
that others opposed us. 


The picture that confronts us 
today is not something that gis 
black and white. It’s more on the 
grey side, and the ‘motion which I 
hope to present, rather than being 
a white motion, is a grey motion... 
with all apologies*to Mr, White. 
(Laughter). 


Facts have been mentioned about 
downtown influence, about mem- 
bers of the Board of Governors, 
about -pressure being exerted — 
some of which are true and re- 
levant, and some of which are 
not true and not too relevant.

A Nova Scotian by birth, Stuart 
Foster divided his undergraduate 
days between Acadia and ‘Mount 
Allison, At Mt. A, he fortunately 
assisted Professor H.-D, Arnold — 
who later was Director of Research 
at Bell Laboratories — and as a 
result decided to study Physics. 
This decisions was rendered slight- 
ly more difficult by advice from his 
older brother who considered Phy- 
sics by all odds the most distaste- 


- ful subject offered to unsuspecting 


students; While young Foster led 
his undergraduate courses | in 
science, he was not a little sur- 
prised at the generosity with which 
certain other courses were accept- 
ed as credit toward a B.Sc. degree. 
These included not only languages, 
Logic, and Psychology; but also 


' Bible, Ethics, and Evidences of 


Christianity. 

Following graduation, Mr. Fos- 
ter taught preparatory school ma- 
thematics for four years, but was 
then forced on by the ease of the 


* occupation and a fire in the resi- 


dence. About all that was salvaged 
from this period was an affection | U 
for the violin, “By this time the 
mind was broadened,” recalls the 
professor, “but not beyond the 
elastic limit.” 

Being thus frightened into the 
graduate school at Yale, Foster 


- was at length persuaded to aban- 


don his more limited aim and try 


“tor a Ph.D: The excellent training 





under a competitive Loomis Fellow- 
ship was interrupted by a period in 
the First World War and extended 
through a three-year appointment 
as the first National Research Fel- 
low at Yale. By this time the re- 
maining two brothers were “lost” 
to science at Yale. 
Achievements 
While the effect of a magnetic 
field of certain spectra gave the 
well Known normal Zeeman 
effect, the corresponding more 
complex splittings of lines in an 
electric field had not been dis- 
cussed by anyone, By experimen- 
tal technique and “a spot of 
clear thinking” Foster establish- 
ed the patterns of spectral lines 
in electric fields. This work was 
completed in the early days at 


. McGill. 


“Although specroscopists un- 
doubtedly have a reputation for be- 
ing cantankerous, “admits the pro- 
fessor, “my wife had me partially 
civilized by this time and I was 
delighted to learn that I could get 
along with the excellent reserach 
students at McGill.” 

Meantime an invitation from 
Prof. Niels Bohr led to a half-year 
at Copenhagen where Dr. Heisen- 
berg gave essential help to a high- 
ly detailed theoretical interpreta- 
tion of electric effects which was 


“published by Foster. 
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We would like to extend our 
most:sincere appreciation to Dr. 
Foster. for his co-operation in 
granting this interview. Dr. 
Foster, member of the Royal 
Society of London, and past 
president of a section of the 
Royal Society of Canada, is one 
of the most impressive men we 
have ever. encountered. His 
knowledge, not only of his own 
field, but in fields of politics, 
arts, and human nature, is’ re- 
markable; his advice to the stu- 
dents of our age is stimulating. 

Even within the university, 
one seldom finds the great man 
within the great teacher. Dr, 
Foster is one of the few excep- 
tions. 





In succeeding financially lean 
years, the Rockerfeller Founda- 
tion, supported the development 
of quantitative © spectographic 
analyses for trace elements in 
biological material. In this pe- 
riod, Professor Foster built an- 
other large spectrograph, deve- 
loped a_ suitable light source, 
which made the most of trace 
material, and devised a new me- 
thod to measure the relative in- 
tensities of spectral lines. Appli- 
cations were made to problems 
in biology and Agriculture. 

Early in the past war, an idea 
for a range finder was developed 
with Professor Froman., The range 
to a plane could be continuously 
read from a dial on a condenser 
which turned to keep the local de- 
lay equal to the delay from the 
plane, | it 

Two Devices \ 

Later at the M.I. T, Foster de- 
veloped mainly two devices. The 
first was a suitable antenna feed 
from rectangular waveguide which 
under pressuré was cabled to a 
group in England. The second was 
a radar antenna ‘which scanned so 
rapidly that a motion picture of the 
scene of interest vould be viewed 
continuously. Such a picture of a 
Bren gun bullet, for example was 
first seen over a range of more 
than a mile at Petawawa, In this 


highly efficient antenna (known as, 


the Foster Scanner) the most ele- 
mentary notions of first year op- 
tics are translated into radar lan- 
guage. “There may be something 
good about this,’ says Professor 
Foster, “because many specialists 
still don’t understand how it 
works.” The scanner-had wide ap- 
plications. 
McGill Support 
Recalled from war work to set 
up the Radiation Laboratory and 
Cyclotron, Professor Foster 
praises the University Adminis- 
tration for unparalleled support 
for such a project; and, in re- 
trospect, is appalled at the fin- 
ancial loss he accepted to do it. 
The present venture is largely 
the result of team work. A num- 
ber of graduate students with 
war experience took a full year 
off to help. While the details of 
cyclotron design disclose several 
novel features which led to effi- 
cient operation from the first 
day, the striking over-all fact is 
the low cost to the University 
and to Canada,
